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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant argues that Anderson does not disclose 
or suggest a user terminal sending to a management terminal representative change information indicating another representative selected 
by a user from among a plurality of representatives assigned to an organization to which the user belongs, and Anderson does not disclose 
or suggest the management terminal updating selection information using the provided representative change information and setting the 
representative selected by the user as a newly selected representative. However, in Col. 8, lines 6-9, Anderson discloses the selection of 
one or more resources and assigning to new profile. In addition, col. 8, lines 24-28, it shows that when a user is finished creating or 
modifying the relationship profile, it is then saved and a relationship key field corresponding the the saved relationship rofile is created and 
associated with the resource data for the resources assigned to that relationship. Therefore the resource data is not only selected and 
changed for displaying statistical information, however, the resource data created or modified is then associated with a relationship key 
field for that resource, and therefore constitues the new resource being selected as a newly selected resource. Also, additionally, in col. 98, 
lines 24-36, it is shown that modifications of the system are saved and applied to all resources applied to that relationship, which therefore 
relates to the the data created or modified in the relationship profile. 
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
